REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not anticipate nor do they reasonably suggest the 
apparatus for positioning window blinds to be cut as claimed in claims 32, 37, 45 and 
52. The closest prior art, Westra et al (US 5,694,823), teaches a book trimming device 
comprising many of the claimed elements including a rotatable clamp as noted in the 
last Office Action. However, the axis of rotation is not parallel to the track with respect 
to claim 32. The claimed mount and rotatable shaft refers to the fact that the claimed 
clamp is rotatable by the rotatable shaft substantially in line with the previous recitation 
in the now cancelled claim 5 which sets forth that the clamp rotates 360 degrees. With 
respect to claim 37, the axis of rotation is not parallel to the planar surface of the tray, 
and contrary to Applicant's assertions claim 37 does not contain all the limitations of the 
previous claim 2, especially the limitations regarding the latch. However, the axis of 
rotation as claimed barely meets the threshold of patentability here. With respect to 
claim 45, Westra et al lacks the at least a first latch as claimed. With respect to claim 52, 
Westra et al lacks the latch and the flipping step as claimed. None of the other prior art 
of record fairly teach or suggest these features. Thus, it is believed that the claimed 
invention in combination with all the other recited elements are allowable over the prior 
art of record.
